VOICES OF THE PEOPLE. 
The Standard’s New York and Brad- 


ford Organs. 
BRADFORD, May 2C. 
Editor Stav;: 

There appears onthe fourth page of the Era 
this morning, an article from the 0—/ and D—g 
N- 8 which is likely to mislead many who may 
read it, under the impression that it is the honest 
criticism of a trade journal, as the Ya falsely in- 
timates in the head lines introducing it. 

Readers of the morning newspaper have no- 
ticed of late a tendency to quote from this same 
organ. They will not be surprised when it is 
known that the Standard Oil Company owns the 
N—-8, having started the venture only a few 
months ago in opposition to the O11, PAINT AND 
Drvue Reporter, a journal that has been for 
many years the representative organ of the 
special lines of trade it so ably advocates. When 
the Standard Oil Compony could neither buy, 
bribe, nor bully the Reporter, it resorted te 
methods so familiar to residents of the Oil 
Regions, and commenced the publication of a 
newspaper of its own, a facile organ that would 
reflect the sentiments of this mysterious organi- 
zation. * * # 

The article from this questionable source en- 
deavors to show what a blessing to refiners the 
consolidation of the refining interests was. The 
hundreds of poor men to be met with every day 
who had the mistaken grit to think they could 
engage in any business their fancy might dictate 
or their means permit, are living witnesses to the 
Standard’s system of oppression and will never 
endorse the sentiments of the Standard’s organs, 
that a monopoly of the refining business is good 
for any but monopolists. 

The article sys: ‘‘There are two classes of pro- 
ducers in the Pennsylvania oil field. One is com 
posed of reasoning men trained in the methods 
and laws of business. This class, while compris- 
ing most of the large operators, forms only a 
small proportion, unfortunately, of the whole. 
The other class is made up of men without busi- 
ness experience; men who have walked into the 
oil region by hundreds, possessed with the idea 
that the ownership of an oil well was equivalent 





to a fortune, and that the more rapidly 
they could drill the more rapidly they 
could accumulate wealth.’’ Here in the oil 
régions such silly assertions have not been 


made recently. At one time they were quite 


popular, but were dropped when it became 
known that the parties who pushed the drill 
the most industriously were either dhe 


Standard itself or the companies allied with it. 
These same parties wonld shout “ stop the drill,” 
in tones loud enough to be heard from one end 
of Main street tothe other, then rush into the 
Exchange and sell short, and next order a dozen 
or more wells started sothat the oil could be 
produced at a low figure. These tactics of tLe 
Standard are well known here, and it requires 
some gall to publish such sentiments when they 
have long since been exploded, even second- 
handed; but ihe Zra has exactly the pluck to do 
as its master directs. Let the newspapers owned 
by the Standard Oil Company say what they like 
about the interests of the monopoly and what is 
best for it; but when the interests of the Stand- 
ard and the interests of the people are so op- 
posed, it is little short of an insult to attempt to 
give them local credence. Producers owe it to 
themselves and their highest interests to protest 
most emphatically against this misrepresentation, 
not Only in words but by deeds, Propucrr.— 
Bradjord Evening Star.

SETTLING SOME RUMORS AFFECT- 

ING INDEPENDENT REFINERS. 

Rumor has several times gained cur- 
rency, of late, that the Atlas Refining 
Co, of Buffalo, had gone into the 
Standard Oil Co, From our knowledge 
of the controlling stockholders in the 
Atlas, we have not credited thess re- 
ports, believing that the gentlemen in 
question were too familiar with the 
methods of the Standard and the sacri. 
fices which they, as individuals, would 
be compelled to make in case they al- 
lowed their interests to be coupled in 
any way with those of the decaying, 
though still grasping monopoly to be 
tempted by any offer the Standard could 
make. The first rumor was started 
some weeks ago and was published ia 
some of the daily papers as an estab- 
lished fact. It now appears to have 
grown out of the published report of 
the transfer of the Buffalo, New York 
and Philadelpbia R iilroad to a new syn- 
dicate. That report was in itself incor- 
rect. The transfer in qaestion is au- 
thoratively stated to have been to 
parties entirely ou‘side of the Standard 
and we fail to find any reason for be- 
lieving that that corporation has direct- 


ly or indirectly « dollar iu it. The 
report thatthe © Green Line’’ ears, 
upon which the Buffalo refiners had 


depended for oil, vending the comple- 
tion of thei pipe line, bad been ordered 
off the road is gutirely wrong, ‘Those 





cars are still running over the road, 
and still supply the outside refiners 
with their crude. It is probable that 
the newspapers were led to believe that 
if the “Green Line’’ had been driven uff 
the Buffalo reflners would be compelled 
to come into the fold, or else the report 
was circulated at the instance of the 
Standard The second and recent ru- 
mor affecting the Atlas Company seems 
to have had an equally baseless origin. 
An item referring to the sale and trans- 
fer of the Buffalo Pipe Line to another 
company was published a few days ago, 
and a number of people jumped at the 
conclusion that the parties of the second 
part could be none other than the Stan- 
dard. Tie truth is, the sale and trans- 
fer in question was simply a transfer of 
the Buffalo Pipe Company to the same 
stockholders organized under the name 
of the Buffalo and Rock City Pipe Line 
Company. under the laws of 1878, (or 
1877) it having been found that th- 
former Company, which was organiz-d 
under the laws of 1848, did not poss: ss 
the powers necessary to carry out the 
obj cts for which it wasformed. We 
make these statements aft-r car: ful in- 
quiry into the matter, and with assur- 
ance of officers of both the Atlas Re. 
fining Company and the new Pipe Com- 
pany that they are correct. The Stan- 
dard Oil Company or its stockholders 
are in no way interested in the owner- 
ship or management of cither of these 
concerns.

THE SPONGE SEIZURE. 

Last week the Government detain: d 
an invoice of some one hundred and fifty 
cases of sponges consigned to Messrs. 
Themeli & Cv., of this city. The goods 
were entered at the Philadelphia Cus- 
tom Ilouse and reshipped to New 
York, The firm referred to is a branch 
of a house of similiar name whose 
headquarters is «t Smyrna. The home 
house shipped the sponge to Liverpool, 
where it was re-shipped to the United 
States. The Government has detained 
the goods on the ground of undervalua 
tion. alleging that, whereas they were 
entered and appraised as of the value at 
Smyrna, they should have been ap- 
praised at the value of similar goods in 
the market of Liverpool, which was the 
port from which the goods were last 
shipped to the United States, under 


'that section of the Statute which pro- 


vides that goods shall be valued at their 
market rate at the port of last shipment. 
This is not the first time this question 
has been raised, and therefore in some 
lights, is not anew one, but there is one 
aspect of it which presents the matter 
in a phase not before definitely settled. 
The revenue law provides that goods 
shall be appraised at their market value 
in the country from which they are ex- 
ported to the United States, and acting 
under this provision Messrs. Themeli & 
Co. assert that they have had the goods 
appraised at their market value in 
Smyrna, where they were purchased 
and that the fact of their  hav- 
ing been transferred from one vessel to 
auother at Liverpool does not briog 
them within the clause of the statute 
referred to; or, in other words, they 
cannot be considered as having been on 
the Liverpool iwarket, and are there. 
fore not liable to pay duty as from that 
port. Whether the goods were properly 
valued according to the market rate in 
Smyrna is, of course, a watter with 
which we are not familiar, and one 
which rests with the Government to 
disprove. But it seems to us that, if as 


istated, the only ground upon which the

| the law; for, it can seaicely be claimed 


in justice, that the mere putting in of a 


ship into port and the discharging of | 


her cargo from one vessel to another 
could, by any stretching of the language 
of the statuie, be construed into an act 
whereby the cargo was made merchant- 








able property of the po:t where the 
transfer was made. This doctrine, if 
‘rue, might be carried to the extent of 
working great hardship and injustice to 
‘rade. No ygssel would be safe to put 
intoa strange port, even in distress, 
and discharge her cargo for reship- 
ment without subjecting it to pos- 
sible payment of an_ exhorbitant 
duty, and such it seems to us cannot 
have been the intent of the framers of 
the law. If these goods were purchased 
in the markets of Smyrna for shipment 
to the United States, but were for some 
reason, not stated, reshipped at Liver- 
pool, it would seem that, adopting a 
plain and liberal construction of the 
law, they should be appraised at their 
market value in Smyrna,and not at 
the latter port. The question as we 
look at it is simply whether the goods 
were sufficiently long on the Liverpool 
market to bring them within the law, 
and theone the Government will be 
virtually compelled to decide in this 
case, is whether the transfer of mer- 
chandise in port from one vessel to 
another takes away the privileges which 
attached to them at the uriginal port of 
departure. There is another clause in 
the law which provides that in similar 
cases the freight from the original port 
to that of reshipment shall be added to 
the dutiable value, and it is claimed 
that this was not done in the case under 
consideration, and that the goods may 
be held liable to pxy this deficiency, but 
this isa matter of minor importance, 
and doubtless one of easy adjustment. 
The main issue we have stated, and it 
is upen this ground that the goods will 
either be held or released. It is said 
that the sponge was entered in several 
instances at several hundred per cent 
below the Liverpool mirket, but that 
can have no bearing upon the question 
of law involved. While this journal 
is always ready to uphold the Govern- 
ment in all attempts at enforcing its 
laws, we should be loth to sanction any 
act on its part which looked toward the 
oppression of trade, however honest 
might be its intentions.

‘To be sure the Stand- 
ard company has absorbed all the re- 
fineries it could and virtually wiped 
them out of existence, those not de- 
stroyed being only allowed to exist as 
its slaves, but this was not done for the 
purposes of making money for the 
Standard, nor did it try to frighten and 
bully those it could not buy, from any 
selfish motive; those who think so do 
it a most grievous wrong. No, it is 
actuated by no such pult:y and mean 
motives, the fact being that there were, 
a few years ago, a great many oil re- 
fiaeries ip the United States, few if any 
of which were makiog any money; 
‘and the Standar.!, seeing this, 
and pitying the unforiunate own-

paying them more, in some eases, than 
present favorab'e to a rise.

THE COTTONSEED CRUSHERS’ CON- 
VENTION. 

The meeting of the Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Convention at Cincinnati, which commences 
to-day, a partial report of which appears in 
another column, promises to be ene of great 
importance to the trade, and to equal if not 
surpass its predecessors in point of inter- 
est. The invitation to this meeting was 
tendered to the Convention by the trade of 
Cincinnati, on the occasion of the meeting 
held at New Orleans, where the delegates 
were so handsomely entertained a year ago. 
As will be seen by the report, the different 
mills are fully represented, and the most 
prominent names in the trade appear 
among those present. These meetings, 
although called for the purpose of discuss- 
ing matters of general business polity per- 
tainiug to the trade, are largely social in

Cer- 
tainly it needs no prophet to tell, and it 
ought to need no further warning than 
has already been given, to arouse those 
interested in this staple production to 
the danger menacing it and those who

THE OUTLOOK FOR LINSEED OIL. 

The unsettled condition of the linseed 
oil market, as noticed in our market 
report of last week, has been brought 
about by the steadily declining price of 
seed in the West. Since the beginning 
of the year the demand for oil has been 
so large that crushers have been unable 
to accumulate any stock ahead, and 
this fact being generally known, the 
weak and unsettled condition of the 
market has caused some surprise. At 
first it was predicted that oil would go 
to 45c, but the outlook is now more en- 
couraging, and it isdoubtful if the price 
wil] go below 50c, if as low. The posi- 
tion of seed in Chicago is also much 
better, though a weak tone has pre- 
vailed for sometime past. There are 
lighter offerings now, and there are 
prospects that the receipts will be 
smaller from this time forward, as 
much of the seed that has been delayed 
on its passage to Chicago,first by storms 
and latterly by floods, has reached its 
destination. After this week it is 
expected that the stock in Chica- 
go outside of crushers’ hands will be 
reduced to its normal amount, and 
brighter views as to the future are en- 
tertained by holders there. In facta 
reaction in prices is not altogether un- 
looked for. Seed at $1.10 is considered 
low, and Western crushers have not 
been slow to take adventage of this 
fact, as they have been buying for fall 
delivery. Ifthe anticipations of hold- 
ers of seed at Chicago, hinted at above, 
are tealized, and prices do take an up-

Pharmaceutical Asscciation, held at Buffalo, 
on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of 
last week. As will be seen, the proceed- 
ings were characterized by a considerable 
degree of harmony and were in many re- 
spects important. As was expected, the 
Pharmacy Law was sustained and its pas- 
sage asked for, not because it is an ideal 
measure, but because it promises to be a 
vast improvement upon the present condi- 
tion of affairs. Scarcely iess important 
was the action taken in regard to 
the International Pharmaceutical Con- 
gress, which is to hold its sixth 
meeting at London in August. As 
will be seen, the newly elected Presi- 
dent of the association, Dr Huested, of 
Albany, was appointed delegate, and he 
named as his substitute under the authority 
given him by the resolution appointing 
him, Prof. Oscar Oldberg, of this city. A 
better selection could probably not have 
been made, and it is gratifying to know 
that the pharmaceutists of the State are to 
be so well represented at the Congress. 
In some respects this meeting of the Con- 
gress may be considered the most imports 
ant which has yet been held, as it is 
strongly hoped that the three objects for 
which the Congress was originally estab- 
lished may be successfully achieved. These 
are the establishment of a uniform system 
of weights and measures, a uniform nomen- 
clature and an _ international codex 
or pharmacope@ia. The first two are very 
likely to be agreed upon without much 
difficulty, as the metric system of weights 
and measures has already been practically 
adopted by scientific men of all nations, 
and presents so many advantages that its 
general use by physicians and apothecaries 
is really only a question of time, which the 
action of the Congress can only shorten, 
and nearly the same thing may be said re- 
garding the subject ofnomenclature. Latin 
is the only language which can be used, 
and the settling of the details of the names 
to be given medicines ought not to bea 
work of great difficulty. 

The most troublesome matter will be the 
agreeing upon a uniform pharmacopoia, 
and it is on that that we apprehend 
the most of the discussions and differences 
of opinion will tura. If the Congress 
is actuated by a sufficiently liberal spirit, 
it may be considered almost certain, 
but if an ultra conservative teeling is 
allowed to control, the Congress is likely 
to adjourn, as its predecessors have done, 
without achieving this much desired re- 
sult. If what seems to us the correct 
course is taken, of admitting to the pharm- 
acopoeia every remedy used by reputable 
physicians, anywhere, giving only formu- 
lae for correctly preparing and dispensing 
the same, then the task of compiling a 
Codex will be easy, but if it be insisted 
that the Congress shall decide upon the 
value of every proposed remedy, failure is 
likely to result. In other words, if the 
proposed pharmacopoeia be confined to 
questions of pharmacy, all will be well, 
but if it enter upon the field of theraputivs 
harmony will be almost impossible, and 
we are likely to be as far from having an 
international Codex as ever.

TRADE ITEMS. 


The bill requiring the better plugging of oil 
wells after abandonment has become a law in 
Pennsylvania. 

Late advices from St. Johns, N. B., state that 
the cod fishery has begun with fair prospects of a 
prosperous season. 

The oil and drug house of Hodgson, McMaster 
& Co., Dublin, Ireland, was burned on the 21st 
inst. ata loss of $250,000. The amount of in- 
surance, if any is not known.

The army worm has made its appearance in the 





northern part of New York State, destroying al 
kinds of vegetation. Several fields of grain have 
been destroyed and hundreds of acres of pasture 
land have been stripped of every green thing. 
Reports from all parts of St. Lawrence County 
indicate that the ravages of the worms extend 
over the whole of northern Mew York. Serious 
consequences are feared, and many of the farmers 
are greatly agitated. 


A large plumbago mine has recently been dis- 
covered in Bavaria, in the vicinity of Germans- } 
dorf, at a depth of ten metres, and has been 
traced a distance of forty metres. The discoy- 
eries previously made there of smaller pockets 
were at a depth of twenty metres. The quality 
of this plumbago {s described as being very supe- 
rior, especially for crucible manufacture.

A correspondent at New Iberia, La., writes 
under date of May 10th that, owing to the bad 
wet weather of the last year, cottonseed has been 
of a very poor quality, giving a small yield per 
ton of inferior ofl. An average of about 30 gal- 
lons to the ton. The yield in cake has also not 
been up to the average, about 660 lbs being the 
yield per ton, but the usual average of lint, about 
22 lbs, was obtained. ‘In consequence of the 
inferior quality of the oil, prices have been much 
lower than last year. I have not been able, with 
all care, to make oil clearing as “‘prime,’”’ and I 
believe there has been none, or very little, made. 
In my opinion, no mill has made money this 
season. Farmersin this section, owing to the 
destruction of the sugar cane crop, are planting 
more largely of cotton than last year, and, so far, 
the crop is coming up and looking well.

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, sitting at 
Harrisburg, has delivered a majority judgment in 
favor of the Bond party in the Reading Railroad, 
and against the Gowen management. Three of 
the Associate Justices of the Court dissented 
from the opinion. It is stated that the next 
step will be to attempt the removal of Mr. Gowen 
from the Receivership of the Company. Mr. 
Gowen is confident no such action will be taken, 
and that he will be re-elected President of the 
road at the next annual election. As he states, 
he holds proxies sufficient for that purpose now, 
and his friends in England and this country are 
organized to maintain their rights. 


A very destructive worm is invading the fields 
and gardens in some parts of Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, inflicting a serious calamity upon far- 
mers and families in the utter destruction of 
vegetation. The Meridian Mercury says it looks 
like the cut worm, and has habits quite like it. 
It feeds only at night, and like the cut worm 
goes in the ground inthe day. It does not cut 
down, but destroys the vegetables as the cotton 
worm eats up the cotton. At night they come- 
out as numerous as the army worm, and as suc- 
cessfully commit their depredations, Gardeners 
are in despair. There is no known method of 
destruction. A lady poured kerosene oil on the 
ground where they had burrowed, It made . 
them crawl out and probably killed them, but it 
also killed the truck. We have been told they 
attack the Irish potatoes, and we fear they may 
destroy that valuable crop.

OBITUARY. 
HENRY WOOD. 

Henry Wood, a pioneer in the color manufac- 
turing business, died at his residence in Boston, 
May 2, 1881, at the advanced age of seventy 
years. He was long known as the leading color 
manufacturer in New England, was born in Dun- 
stable, England, and came to America with his 
parents when six yearsof age. Early in life he 
associated himself with the paper hanging in- 
dustry, and in 1841, after a considerable study in 
chemistry, he began the manufacture of colors 
ina small house on Middlesex street, Boston. 
From there he went to Grantville, Mass., where 
he made from eight to ten pounds of color per 
day, pulverizing by hand, and crushing the in- 
gredients by a stone roller one foot in diameter. 
He then removed to Newton Lower Falls, Mass., 
where he suffered severe loss by fire. In 1847 he 
removed his manufactory to Wellesley, Mass., 
where he continued until 1866, when he retired, 
leaving the business to Henry Wood's Son & Co., 
retaining a royalty in the house until death, and 
by his advice and good judgment being of great 
service tothe firm. Mr. Wood was modest in 
his deportment, but distinguished for great firm- 
ness and decision of character, making his way 


to success by patience and perseverance. He

Schade, au apothecary, enriched 
medicine by the discovery of many valuable 
organic bodies, while Davy and Leibig, so 
justly celebrated as chemists and investiga- 
tors, commenced thei! grand careers as apoth- 
cary boys. The labors of these and many 
others who might be mentioned have been 
of the greatest service to the profession of 
medicine as well as to mankind. There is 
indeed a striking contrast between the con- 
dition of pharmacy to-day and that which 
existed a half century ago, when I com- 
menced thestudy of medicine.

President Bedford opened the proceed- 
ings at 11 o'clock Wednesday morning by 
briefly expressing his pleasure at meeting so 
large an attendance of members, and con- 
gratulating the association upon the interest 
in its work which such a full representation 
showed. He trusted that the interest 
would steadily iucrease and that the pro- 
ceedings would be marked by a spirit of 
unanimity, and would accomplish much 
good work. He introduced Alderman 
Beebe, who, on behalf of the municipal 
authorities, testified the great pleasure it 
afforded him to welcome to Buffalo so 
large a representation of a class of 
the citizens ot the empire State which was 
second to nene in culture and intelligence, 
He said Buffalo possessed many attractions 
of which its citizens were proud, among 
the mort prominent being the new city 
Hall and court house, the jail, the perk, 
the lake front, and the government forts. 
Being engaged in a calling as old as his- 
tory it+elf and one which required the ut- 
most skill and knowledge for its pursuit, 
it was but natural that pharmacists should 
seek that interchange of thoughts and ideas 
which could only be had in conventions 
like this, and he trusted that the proceed- 
ings wight be of such a character only as 
should tend to promote the interests for 
which the associativn labored. 

Prof. James P. White, M.D, one of the 
most eminent physicians of Buffalo, on 
hehalf of the medical fraternity said that 
he gledly accepted tne invitation of the 
local committee to welcome the delegates 
to this city. He regarded pharmacy as a 
department of the great field of medical 
science. The physician and the pharma- 
cist are dependant each upon the other, 
and should recognize such dependence and 







































drugs were almost invariably administered, 
and often their value estimated according 
to their nauseousness and violence of their 
action. Now a better understanding of 
medicines, their isolated principles, and 
their therapeutical properties, coupled with 
the advances made in theart and science of 
pharmacy and chemistry, has enabled us to 
employ their active principles in concen- 
trated and minute doses, fashioned by 
skillful hands iuto tasteless or agreeable 
simples and compounds. Then it was ne- 
cessary for the doctor to compound and 
dispense his own medicines, purchasing in 
bulk the raw material. Now the science ot 
medicine has reached to so vast propor- 


tions that it is impossible for any 
one mind to fully master all _ its 
departmens. By a cultivation cf the spe- 
cial departments, Chemistry, Botany, 


Physics, Mineralogy, etc, Pharmacy has 
elevated itself to acertain independence 
and achieved the right to be ranked asa 
learned profession. We are, I trust, all 
united upon the common principle that 
pharmacy can only make intelligent pro- 
gress under the guidance of educated 
pLarmaceutists, and all intelligent physi- 
cians are ready to aid you in elevating the 
standard of education. Your chief object 
should be then, and I believe it is, to beget 
and encourage a desire among druggists 
for a better professional education. In my 
opinion every medical school in the country 
should make suitable provision for the in- 
structing the students in pharmacy and to 
a certain extent in therapeutics, in connec: 
tion with chemistry and the other studies 
which all intelligent practical druggists 
should be required to pursue, Whilst I 
am thoroughly convinced that the interests 
of the profession are promoted by special- 
ties in its practice, I would insist that no 
specialist can successfully pursue any de- 
partment of the profession without being 
first well grounded in all. Such is the 
inter-dependence that the specialist should | 
be familiar with the whole field before he 
undertakes the cultivation of a special s-c- 
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the association during the period of its 
infancy. 

Mr. Julius Rieffenstahl, president of the 
Erie County Pharmaceutical Society, and 
a gentleman whose appearance upon the 
platform never failed to win applause, 
welcomed the guests in behalf of that so- 
ciety, apologized. for any failure which it 
might be shown had attended the prepara- 
tions forthe comfort of the guests (but 
which, I may say, no one has yet been able 
to discover), and heartily welcomed every- 
body. 

The president called upon Mr. J. H. 
Eaton, of Syracuce, to respond to the wel- 
come of Alderman Beebe, and he did so in 
a very felicitous manner. 

Mr. F. K. Sweet, of Lockport, and Mr. 
Geo. H. Atnold, of Cortland, were called 
upon to respond to the other addresses, 
and discharged the tasks assigned them 
with a brevity and felicity which soon 
brought the preliminary proceedings to an 
agreeable close and led to the regular 
course of business. 

Consideration of the minutes was the first 
matter in order, and the president suggest- 
ed that as the minutes had already been 
approved by the Executive Committee and 
printed in pamphlet form, a motion would 
be in order to dispense with the reading 
and approve the minutes as printed. This 
suggestion stirred up a strife which had 
evidently been fermenting for a long time. 
Nobody said any very bad things, but sev- 
eral men.bers hinted that they knew some- 
thing about somebody that wasn’t at all 
nice. The inference to be drawn was that 
the minutes had been tampered with and 
did not fairly represent the proceedings to 
which they related. Much time was occu- 
pied in wrangling over this subject, the 
participants being chietly Messrs. Baker 
and De Forest, of Brookly, and Mr. Arn- 
old.

THE REPORT. 

To the New York Pharmaceutical Association; 

GENTLEMEN—Your Committee on Trade Inter- 
ests would respectfully report that they find 
trade in many sections of the State in a most de- 
plorable condition. An unfortunate and un- 
fortunate and unfriendly competition has grown 
up. Our goods are being sold so cheaply that cus- 
tomers in many cases are in doubt as to whether 
they are buying inferior goods or whether they 
were badly cheated when they paid reasonable 
and regular prices. Upon either horn of the di- 
lemma the character of the druggists and phar- 
macists of the State is being questi ned. Whena 
dealer is selling 25 cent preparations for 15 cents, 
and hair preparations that cost 54 cents for 56 
cents and $1 articles for 65 cents or 70 cents, and 
three or four other prices, he is not likely to have 
much love for pharmacy or the drug trade in 
general. It does not end with patent medicines, 
but extends to official and regular preparations 
quite largely. Your committee are familiar with 
a section where a similar state of trade existed 
some years ago for sometime, and finally a meet- 
ing was held at which all of the druggists of the 


county were in attendance; aregular list of prices 


for patent medicines was agreed upon and the 
trade since has been a perfect success. 

It is generally known that physicians through- 

out this and other States have a regular list of 
prices for certain services, and we believe that 
something approximating this can be done by the 
druggists of the State. To this end we would 
suggest that this association appoint a committee 
to make a schedule of prices, not only on patent 
medicines, but also on regular and official prepa- 
ta‘ions as far as practicable, or pass resolutions 
recommending the formation of county organi- 
zations for that purpose; but we are inolined to 
the former course, as we believe action by the 
State association would be more binding on its 
members and therefore more effectual. 

Your committee would likewise call your at- 
tention to the fact that in the eyes of the Inter- 
nal Revenue law, the druzgists and pharmacists 
of the State are looked upon as retail liquor 
dealers, and that the State law is in fact but little 
more respectful toward us. This we indignantly 
resent and would suggest that this association 
petition both State and National Legislature for 
relief from thisodium. All of which we beg to 
submit.

following is a synopsis: 
CHAIRMAN SMITHER's PAPER. 
To the New York State Pharmaceutical Asso- 
cialion : 

It is scarcely necessary to say that during 
the past yeor the Empire State has kept 
pace with the times in pharmaceutical ad- 
vancement. The New York College of 
Pharmacy, ranking among the first in the 
land, has graduated a large class from their 
high standard of qualiflcation. 

Of all the States in the Union New York 
contributes by far the largest active mem- 
bership to the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, while our own New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association, in its brief ex- 
ister.ce of two years, comes to the front with 
a menbershlp nearly double that of any 
similar organization in the country. 

In addition to this we now have local 
pharmaceutical societies in Saratoga, in 
Kings, Monroe and Erie counties, which 
are doing some excellent work in research 
and original investigation, and the estab- 
lishment of a College of Pharmany for 
Westerm New York in connection with the 
Buffalo University and under the auspicss 
of the Erie County Pharmacettical Associ- 
ation, is now under contemplation. 

The question of a general adoption of the 
metric weights and measures is one that bas 
of late attracted much attention, and elicited 
considvrable dis: ussion 1n pharmaceuti:al 
circles. In this S ate, from what your com- 
mittee have been able to learn, but little 
progress has been made 1n that direction. 
In so far as it applies to the prescription 
department, the great difficulty rc ppears to 
exist in the reluctance of physicians to 
change the method of writing their pre- 
scriptions, many of the elder ones conserv- 
atively claiming that ‘‘ the old way is good 
“enough,” while some of the more progres- 
sive hesitate to employ the ‘‘metric” be- 
cause apprehensive that the recipe might 
fall into the hands of a dispenser unversed 
jn the system and result in serious error.

The association is empowered to ac- 
quire and convey real estate in its own 
name, sue or be sued—service upon the 
chairman, secretary or treasurer being 
effective. 
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LEGAL NOTES. 
LIMITED PARTNERSHIP LIABILITY IN OHIO, 

Late in its recent session, the Ohio legis- 
lature passed a law authorizing ‘‘partner- 
ship associations” with limited responsi- 
bility. This law is becoming the basis for 
a large number of enterprises, and should 
be generally understood. It provides that 
a partnership association may be formed 
by any number of persons, not less than 
three or more than twenty-five, for the 
prosecution of any legitimate business ex- 
cept banking or real estate. The principal 
office shall be established and maintained 
within this state. A definite capital shall 
be fixed upon, and a statement made in 
writing of the amount, which shall be 
signed and acknowledged before some 
competent official; the names of persons 
contributing to such capital shall also be 
stated, and the amount subscribed by 
each. The capital shall be paid into the 
associations as follows: One-third within 
thirty days, and the other two-thirds 
within twelve months after the statement 
is filed. The statement shall be filed with 
the county recorder, and by him recorded 
in like manner as deeds. This instrument 
shall also set forth the character and loca- 
tion of the business; the name of the asso- 
ciation; its contemplated duration, which 
shall not exceed twenty years; the names 
of officers, and other less important de- 
tails. The word “limited” shall always be 
used in connection with the name—upon

Nitro-Glycerine—Its Manufacture. 


This substance is now so extensively used 
that the following account of its manufac- 
ture, by E. M. Eissler, in the Mining and 
Scientifle Press, will be of interest to many 
of our readers, especially in the oil regions: 

The practical production of nitro-glyce- 
rine, therefore, is accomplished by the 
treatment of glycerine with a mixture of 
concentrated nitric and sulphuric acid, in 
which treatment the sulphuric acid plhys a 
secondary role, and by the jabsorption of 
the eliminated water it maintains the sur- 
plus of the nitric acid in a concentrated 
condition. Difterent chemists employ dif- 
ferent proportions in their mixtures of ni- 
tric and sulphuric acids, and also in 
adding the glycerine. In the production 
of nitro-glycerine there is a very strong 
elevation of temperature, which must be 
avoided, as it may lead to explosions.

The association shall have the right to 
make rules regulating the transfer of the 
interests of members, but no act of transfer 
shall be valid unless recorded in like 
manner as the original article. No party 
purchasing can have participation in the 
business unless so authorized by a majority 
vote of the members, according to value of 
their interests. In case this right be re- 
fused by vote, the owner of the interest 
shall be entitled to a price, mutually 
agreed upon, or fixed by an appraiser ap- 
pointed by the Court of Common Pleas of 
the county. At least one meeting shall be 
held each year. . There shall be elected 
not less than three, nor more than five, 
managers, of whom one shall be chairman, 
one secretary, and one treasurer, or the 
last two offices may be merged in one per- 
son. These officers shall be elected for one 
year, or until their successors be qualified. 
No debt shall be incurred except by one or 
more of the managers, and no liability 
above $500, except against the one con- 
tracting it, shall be binding upon the asso- 
ciation unless indorsed in writing by at 
least two of the manager3. Profits may,

There are also different methods employed 
to avoid this elevation of temperature. 
According to Sobrero, 2 volumes of sul- 
phuric acid of 1°831 specific gravity, and 1 
volume of nitric acid of 1°525 specific 
gravity, are mixed, permitted to cool, and 
into this mixture half a volume of glyce- 
rine, of a very sirupy consistency, is intro- 
duced with constant stirring. The mixture 
is again cooled, and after having become 
turbid and been separated into two layers, 
poured into 15 or 20 times its bulk of cold 
water. The oily nitro compound sinks 
quickly to the bottom, is freed from un- 
changed acid and glycerine through re- 
peated washing with water, and hastily 
dried in vacuo, Praeger & Bertram add 1 
part by weght of glycerine to 8 parts of a 
mixture of 1 part of concentrated nitric 
acid and 2 parts of fuming sulphuric acid. 
Liebe recommends to pour 1 part by weight 
of glycerine into a mixture of 2 parts of 
nitrie acid of 1°525 specific gravity, and 4 
parts of concentrated sulphuric acid, to 
keep the mixture below 75 deg. F., and to 
dry the washed nitro-glycerine in the steam 
bath. There are various methods propos- 
ed, but on working on a large scale, the 
process is carried on as follows: The man- 
ufacture of nitro-glycerine usually takes 
place in three wooden sheds of light struc- 
ture, separated from one another by strong 
earth banks of 25 to 30 feet in thickness at 
their bese. The walls and roof are lined 
with straw, and the temperature, by means 
of hot water pipes, is kept day and night 

at about 60 deg. Fahr. In the one shed the 

glycerine is brought together with the mix- 

ture of acids; in the second shed the nitro- 

glycerine is poured into the water, and 

otherwise washed; in the third shed the 

complete elimination of acid from the oily 

eompound is effected, and eventually the 

nitro-glycerine is worked up into dynamite. 

These sheds are sunk into the ground, so 

that their flat roofs are barely above the - 
level of the ground; they are lit up by re- 

flecting lamps placed outside on the roofs;

ger of the nitro-glycerine igniting and 
causing explosions. I shallfenumerate the 
way the nitro-glycerine is manufactured in 
some large establishments on the Conti- 
nent, 
In one of the largest dynamite factories 
in Europe, where the daily production is 
over two tons, the nitro-glycerine is pre- 
pared in the following manner: 1,300 lbs of 
nitric acid of the specific gravity 1°48 are 
mixed in four cost iron pans with 2,600 Ibs 
of sulphuric acid; this mixture, which ,is 
left to cool for a day, serves for the treat- 
ment of 630 lbs of glycerine. The acid is 
drawn from the pans into a wooden cylin- 
drical vat, of about 6 feet high and 31¢ feet 
in diameter, lined inside with thick lead, 
and containing along its lining two spiral 
lead pipes of about 1 inch diameter, which 
reach from the bottom to the top. Eachof 
these spirals, or worms, forms a system by 
itsel€ through which cold water circulates, 
and one may serve as substitute for the 
other in case one gets out of order. The 
mixture of acids is stirred first by itself in 
this vat; the stirring is effected by two iron 
disks covered with lead, disk and covering 
being perforated, which glide up and down 
on a vertical iron shaft. the gliding motion 
being effected by pulling the rope attached 
to the disks over a pulley. The two or 
three workmcn who perform this task stand 
at a distance of 30 or 40 feet from the vat, 
behind a strong earth bank. When the 
aids bave been introduced into the vessel, 
and the agitation has commenced, water of 
the temperature of about 25 deg. Fah. is 
let into the worms. The temperature of 
the acid can in this way be maintained at 
about 50 deg. Fah., as may be ascertained 
from a thermometer which reaches through 
the lead cover of the vessel into the acid. 
The glycerine, which is kept in a zinc tank 
on the roof of the shed in which the mix- 
ing vat is, is now allowed to run into the 
latter vessel. The flow is regulated by 
means uf a tap, and also by letting the gly- 
cerine first run into perforated zinc boxes, 
placed on the lid of the mixing vat, and 
corking up, if occasion requires, some of 
the perforations. As soon as the glycerine 
falls into the acid the temperature rises at 
once, but by carefully regulating the supply 
of glycerine it may be kept at about 60° Fah. 
It is advisable not to allow the tempera- 
ture to rise above that degree, ‘hough ex- 
perience shows that a higher temperature 
yields a larger quantity of nitro-glycerine. 
It requires, according to the season and 
the temperature of the cooling water, two 
or three hours for 630 lbs. of glycerine to 
pass into the mixing vat; the stirring 
must not be stopped fora moment during 
the process. When all the glycerine has 
been added to tie acids, the mixture is at 
once drawn off through a leaden pipe to 
the so-called wash-shed, where it passes 
into a tank about 8 ft. high and 12 feet in 
diameter, which is half filled with cold 
water. The inlet tube carries a sieve to 
retain lead sulphate that may have been 
brought from the mixing vat. While the 
nitro-glycerine flows in, stirring with 
wooden poles is begun, and continued un- 
til the nitro-compound has settled below 
the dilute acid. The bottom of the wash- 
tank is slightly inclined, s0 as to ullow the 
complete drawing off of the nitro-glycer- 
ine. The outlet taps are of stoneware, 
The nitro-glycerine is now twice washed 
with water, freed from acid and lead 
sulphate, and “*88RIly” washed with 
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dium carbonate; after this time it will no 
more redden litmus paper, It is now se- 
parated from the alkaline solution, filtered 
through feit, and collected for further use 
in leaden reservoirs. The yield differs 
greatly according to the condition of the 
raw glycerine, the concentration of the 
acids, and the temperature. 
nitro-glycerine falls generally below the 
theoretically calculated quantity. This 
short-comimg is due to the formation of 
glycerides, which dissolve in the wash wat- 
er. Aw a rule the yielding in winter is 
greater than that in summer. 

The above is a system employed by some 
continental manufacturers, and, notwith- 
standing the precautions taken against the 
accidental rise of temperature during the 
production and washing of the nitro-gly- 
cerine, some very serious explosions dur- 
ing its manufacture have not been infre- 
quent; but Nobel has adopted a method of 
operation which, so far as experience goes 
appears not tainvolve any special elements 
of danger if properly applied, and also 
presents advantages from an economical 
point of view, besides promoting the at- 
tainment of uniform results; and to his 


credit it must be said that when he made 


his first trial with his new apparatus he 
certainly exhibited a great deal of boldness 
and pluck, as it was a question of convert - 
ing several hundred weight of glycerine 


into the explosive compound in a single 
operation. 


A series of small iron kettles, or pots, are 


arranged in a trough, cach provided with 
a stirrer, which receive their movemen from 
acommon shaft, which is revolved by a 
man stationed outside of the building. 
The pots are charged with the acids, and 
the glycerine is supplied either from a 
common reservoir by small outlet pipes, 
or above each pot is a small vessel contain- 


ing glycerine, from which the same runs in 
a small stream into the acid mixture. The 
iron pots are surrounded by a running 
stream of cold water while the reaction is 
going on, and stirring has to be constantly 
kept up. After the reaction is complete 
the pots are taken up and their contents 
dumped into large tanks filled with water, 
where the nitro glycerine separates and is 
afterwards washed. Simple as this opera- 
tion may appear, the writer eaznestly 
warns anybody who is not experienced in 


the matter not to undertake any trials, as 
there are points connected with the manu- 
facture of ni‘ro-glycerine which can only be 
acquired by practical experience, and even 
then it is fraught with danger. At another 
factory, the nitrification of the glycerine 
takes place in stoneware jars, 
these are distributed over 9 wooden troughs, 
which latter are filled to within a few 
inches from the top of the jars with ice- 
cold water or a mixture of ice and salt.

placed on a shelf just above the acid jars. 
Below this shelf runs an iron tube, about 
14g inch diameter, through which cold, 
dry air is conducted. From this tube 
glass pipes branch off, joined by means 
of India-rubber tubes, into each jar,which 
thus receives, during the dropping of the 
glycerine, a constant current of cold air, 
acting both as acooler and stirrer, Very 
beneficial influence is ascribed to this air 
eurrent, which oxidizes also nitrous acid 
vapors. The introduction of the glycerine 
into the acid must be finished within one 
and a half hours. ‘There should be no rise 
of temperature, and certainly no appear- 
anco of red vapors. After the transforma- 
tion of the glycerine, the jars are emptied 
into troughs containing }water of 70 deg. 
Fahr.; the nitro-glycerine sinks to the 
bottom and remains covered with about 
six feet of water, fora quarter of an hour, 
when first the water is drawn off from 
above, then the nitro-glycerine from be- 
low. The latter is transferred to oscillat- 
ing casks, in which it is washed three

MANUFACTURE OF ARTIFICIAL INDIGO. 


The inventor takes the artificial indigo de 
scribed in letters patent No. 235,193, issued Dec. 
7, 1880 and exhausts it by repeated treatment 
with a cold aqueous solution of sulphurous acid 
or with bisulphite of soda. The extract thus 
obtained is filtered and a suitable saline precip- 
itant such as chloride of sodium (common salt) is 
added, causing a blue precipitate which may be 
separated by filtration and used for dyeing and 
printing inthe same way as carmine of indigo. 
The new dye stuff is soluble in water; its aqueous 
solution, on being boiled with dilute muriatic 
acid ls {decomposed under the evolution of sul- 
phurous acid with the simultaneous production 
of the dye stuff claimed and described in Letters 
Patent. No. 235,488 dated December 14, 1880, 

Claim—1, As a new article of manufacture, the 
blue dye-stuff or coloring-matter having the pro- 
perties nereinbefore described. 

2. The within-described process for preducing 
a dye stuff or coloring matter by treatment of the 
artificial indigo described in Patent No. 235.193 
with sulphurous acid and subsequent precipita- 
tion with common salt, (chloride of sodium), sub- 
stantially as herein set forth.

Gravity Tests of Petroleum, 


The Titusville Herald, in an article upon 
some ot the newly developed oil fields and 
the probabilities of their becoming valu- 
able as producing districts, brings in the 
subject of hydrometer tests, in a way that 
is not without interest. ‘Of course,” it 
says, ‘‘with so volatile a substance as pe- 
troleum--a substance so liable to be per- 
meated with gas on its first extraction from 
the well, tests for gravity are hardly to be 
relied upon till the oil has somewhat set- 
tled down and the gas all evaporated. Then 
again, allowances are sometimes requisite 
for tests made at different temperatures, 
even with settled oil. From these facts it 
will readily be seen that where it 
is a matter of self-interest or tem- 
porarily influencing the market by 
permitting a belief in a _ certain 
gravity of any particular oil, particular 
locality or particular well to get abroad, 
all sorts of advantage can be taken of 
time, temperature and circumstances to 
make the oil appear of a few degrees higher 
ora few degrees lower gravity.

Ready Mixed Paints. 


Notwithstanding the season has so far advanced 
the demand for ready mixed paints is said to be 
increasing. So far the demand has been very 
large, taxing manufacturers to their utmost to 
keep up with it. Some have been obliged to go 
behind, and their orders have accummulated to 
such an extent that it will be some weeks before 
they are all filled. There are no changes in quo- 
tations, present prices leaving little margin of 
profit to the manufacturer. 

Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of barytes are selling moderately in 5 
and 10 ton lots, but anything larger is not want- 
ed. Cousumers buy cuutiously,fearing, although 
prices are very Jow, that a further decline may 
take place. There is, however, no prospect of a 
greater reduction, asthe present prices barely 
pay the cost of handling. We hear of sales of 50 
tons prime white domestic at $20@23 as to quan 
tity, and small sales of off grades at $15@18 ac- 
cording to quality. Prime white German sells in 
small lots at $22@25, and floated at $28. Extra 
floated domestic commands $30. 

English china clay is in light demand, the sales 
making being for immediate consumption. 
Stoeks are quite large and holders manifest a 
disposition to make small concessions in order 
to induce purchases in a large way, but there has 
been no marked decline as yet. There have 
been sales reported of 30 tons medium at $16@ 
18, and 10 tons cff quality at $14@15. No sales 
of superfine are reported. This grade is quoted 
at $21 50 for store lots. Purchases of lots to ar- 
rive can be made at about $1 perton less than 
the prices givenabove. Domestic is in moderate 
demand but is steadily held at previous figures. 
We note sales of 40 cks at $1L50@12. Stocks 
on the spot are not large and the receipts con- 
tinue light. 

French terra alba is wanted only toa ina r- 
ate extent. The market is rather easy but prices 
ure not quotably lower than when we last wrote. 
The sales making are of small quantities and 
bring 90@95e, though we hear that one importer 
is accepting less. English is not selling to arrive 
and there have been no sales on the spot here 
for some time Owing to the lack of stock. The 
nominal quotation for store lots is 1c, but it is 
doubtful if much less than this figure would be 
accepted for parcels to arrive, as it would not 
pay to import at any lower price. There is noth- 
ing new inthe market for the domestic article. 
Retail sales are making at 80@85c for No. 1 and 
40@42c for No.2. Large lots can no doubt be 
bought at less. 

French tale is quiet and unchanged. 
making in a small way at 1144@1'4c according to 
quantity. The market is rather easy, but there 
has been no change in prices during the week. 
Domestie is dull and we hear of no transactions. 
The market closes with prices nominal und 
unchanged. 

Putty meets with a steady demand, and as the 
stock for immediate delivery is limited, prices 
are steadily maintained notwithstanding the easy 
tone of the whiting market. The sales niaking 
bring 14%@15éc in bulk, 134@2c in bladders, and 
24@2Kc in cans,according to brand and quantity, 

The activity in the demand for London purple 
has not abated, and sellers have large orders to 
fill that would keep them busy for some weeks, 
even though the demand should slacken. Prices 
remain firm and unchanged. We continue to 
quote 634c for wholesole lots in New York, and 
10c per Ib for 1, 2 and 5 lb boxes, packed in cans.

The warm weather ot last week brought them 
forth in large numbers,but the present rain, which 
began on last Saturday, and yet continues, and 
the attendant cold, are making them less active.

Something About Plaster. 


A correspondent of the Agriculturist 
says : ‘I believe it is admitted that Plas- 
ter of Paris is beneficial to potatoes, and I 
expect to use it this spring. What I want 
to ask is, will it pay to buy the calcined 
plaster instead of the common? Do you 
consider the calcined plaster better than 
raw for potatoes?” Says the editor of 
the Agricullurist: This letter is an ex- 
ample of many we receive in the course of 
a year, and shows the common confusion 
of names as to plaster. It is unfortunate 
that we give the name ‘Plaster” to the 
substance used as a fertilizer, as it ir so apt 
to be confounded with ‘Plaster of Paris,” 
a very different thing. Gypsum, the name 
of the mineral, is much better, as it is only 
applied to one thing. Gypsum, or Plaster, 
is a natural mineral, and widely diffused, 
often forming deposits large enough to be 
quarried. In its various degrees of purity 
and hardness it has different names, the 
finest being known as Alabaster. It is a 
Sulphate of Lime, and consists in 100 
parts, of 33 parts of Lime, 43 parts of Sul- 
phuric Acid, and 24 parts of water. Gyp- 
sum, then, is about one-fourth water. It 
is dissolved by water, but not largely so, 
as it requires about 400 parts of water to 
dissolve one of Gypsum. It is frequently 
found dissolved in well waters, and is often 
the cause of their ‘‘ hardness.” When Gyp- 
sum is heated to about 275 deg., the water 
it contains is driven off. If, when ground 
fine, it is placed in an iron pot and heated, 
the water in escaping will cause the mass 
to move as if it were boiling ; hence it is 
sometimes called ‘Boiled Plaster,” but 
the proper name for Gypsum that has had 
its water driven off is Plaster of Paris. 
From this it will be seen that Gypsum, or 
Plaster, and Plaster of Paris, are very dif- 
ferent things, Plaster of Paris being Plas- 
ter from which the water has been driven 
off by heat. If we mix Plaster with a quan- 
tity of water, the water will dissolve a small 
portion of it. If we mix Plaster of Paris 
with water, that will take up a portion of 
the water and ‘‘set,” or become solid. 
Plaster of Paris is used for hard-finish, for 
making casts, etc., but is not applied to 
the land. For agricultural purposes one 
should not use Plaster of Paris, but always 
the natural product—Gypsum, or Land 
Plaster, and the finer this is ground the 
better. Should our correspondent “buy 
calcined plaster instead of the common,” 
the first thing it would do, when applied 
to the land, would be to take up water and 
‘*set,” and then would be likely to form 
lumps, which would but slowly dissolve. 
As to the uses of Plaster, there is nothing 
in agricultural ‘science about which there 
is so much difference of opinion. It is not 





possible to tell in advance whether Plaster 






















will or will not benefit a crop; this can 
only be known by experiment, and in this 
the material to be used is not ‘Calcined 
Plaster,” or ‘‘ Plaster of Paris,” but merely 
the crude Gypsum, ground as fine as may 
be.

Cutting and Polishing Glass. 


Besidce the oxide of zine (commonly 
called ashes of zinc) oxide of iron (Eng- 
lish red, caput mortuum, colcothar) is usu- 
ally used for cutting and polishing glass. 
In glasses mtended for optical purposes, 
the very finest polish can, of coure be only 
obtained by exceedingly fine-grained oxide 
of iron. But since such an article cannot 
always be obtained, and even oxide ofiron 
prepared after Vogel’s receipt, from oxidu- 
lated protoxide of iron, does not always 
answer the purpose, the glasses polished 
with it sometimes looking dim and brown- 
yellow, because the finest particles of the 
preparation enter the pores of the glass, 
Professor Dr. J. J. Pohl made experiments 
with oxide of zine. The results answered, 
as Dingler’s Polylechnical Journal states, 
perfectly the expectations entertained. 

Thesorts used were; 1. The finest white 
zinc 2. Fine Hamburg white zinc, and 
gray zine, such as the factory of Peteswald 
in Silesia puts into the market. Of these 
the gray zinc was found particularly well 
adapted to cut glass while the Hamburg 
white answered for common polishing. 
The finest white zinc was found to be ex- 
cellent for the so-called ‘high polish” of 
optical glasses. 

White zine does not merely polish quick- 
ly, but with the finest sort we obtain the 
very highest white brilliancy.

A Substitute for Shellac. 

For many reasons shellac is, among 
wood-workers, a favorite material for fin- 
ishes of all kinds. While its faults are 
almost innumerable, and the difficulty of 
putting a smooth coat of it upon any sur- 
face is so great that no one except an ex- 
pert is able to obtain a glossy surface, 
shellac has many good properties, on ac- 
count of which it has held its place so 
long as a finish for wood, All who have 
attempted to use shellac experimentally 
will bear out the assertion that the work of 
obtaining a sufficient body to polish is very 
tedious and quite uncertain. After the de- 
sired finish has been obtained it is easily 
damaged by water or hot applications. A 
material intended to take the place of shel- 
lac is called ‘hard oil finish.,” and is 
adapted to use ia a variety of places. One 
of the most notable .characteristics of the 
material is its behavior under the action of 
heat and hot and cold water. When hot 
or even boiling water is poured upon a 
surface finished with it, there are none of 
the white “plague” spots produced which 
are usual to varnish and shellae under sim- 
ilar treatment. ‘The resistance to scratch- 
ing is greater with this material than with 
any other known finish, while the lustre 
of the surface is much better. When ap- 
plied over any good filler it is like well 
rubbed varnish. Cold water does not ap- 
pear to have any effect upon it, even after 
several hours’ immersion.—American Mail.

Where is the Cement? 


At Wednesday’s meeting of the Park Com- 
missioners Commissioner Wales introduced 
a motion that a certain transaction in 1879 
between the department and 8. L. Mer- 
chant, dealer in cement, be investigated. 
Commissioner Lane read a statement al. 
leging that Merchant sold to the depart- 
ment on Dec. 20, 1879, 250 barrels of Im- 
perial Portland Cement at $256, making 
the bill $715. On the billis stamped in 
red ink: ‘‘''he articles named in the bill 
have been received in good order by the 
Department of Public Works.” Some time 
ago Mr. Lane said Clerk Fred Schneider 
informed Acting Superintendent Munck- 
witz that the order was made at the request 
of the late Superintendent Dawson, and 
though the bill had been paid, all the ce- 
ment had not even yet been delivered. The 
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|attostation of its delivery had been made 
by Clerk R Van Valkenburgh, who is still 
in the department. Mr, Lane said that he 
has the written statement of Wm. R. Kings- 
land, acting Property Clerk, that on the 
date of the bill, Dec. 20, 1879, not moro 
than 10 or 12 barrels of cement. were deliv- 
ered, and that in all only 91 barrels have 
been delivered, leaving 159 not delivered. 
Kingsland says be told Van Valkenburgh 
when the bill was stamped that the cement 
was not all delivered. The matter was re- 
ferred to Commissioners Wales and Olliffe 
for immediate investigation. Mr. Merchant 
says that the cement was sold subject to 
the order of the Department, to be delivered 
when called for.

Pass the Free-Pipe Bill. 


If the State Senate has any regard for the 
expressed wishes of the petroleum trade, it 


will pass the Free-Pipe bill without delay. 
The measure is one of inestimable import- 
ance to the Oil Region. Had it or a bill 
embodfing its salient features been enact- 
ed five or six years ago, the present condi- 
tion of affairs would never have existed; had 
there been the free competition in the carry- 
ing and storeage business which free-pipe 
laws would have brought about, the Stand- 
ard monopoly would never have been able 
to expand as it has done, and the producing 
interest would have been free from the op- 
pressions which now beset it. Nine-tenths 
of the sufferings and wrong endured by the 
petroleum industry have resulted directly 
trom the absence of liws to foster and pro- 
tect free competition in its various branches. 
In the absence of such laws the monopoly 
has been able to crush its weaker com- 
petitors to the earth and make itself abso- 
lute master of an industry in which it has 
no interest beyond its own ambition, and 
no ambition other than dishonest greed. 

The Free Pipe bill contemplates nothing 
not expressly autkorized by the constitu- 
tion of the State. It proposes no discrim- 
ination against any Jawful interest, public 
or private; on the contrary, it is designed 
to extend ample and exactly equal protec- 
tion to all interests of the trade by opening 
the avenues to free competition in one of 
its most important departments. Free 
pipes are as necessary to the Oil Region as 
free railroads are tothe coal fields of the 
Eastern counties; the man whose capital is 
invested in oil territory has.as much right 
to public protection for property as the one 
whose money is tied up in coal or iron 
lands, and it is to vitalize this truth into 
an active [principle of law that the Free 
Pipe bill has been presented to the Legis- 
lature for enactmeut. 

The bill has been endorsed by the oil 
exchanges of Oil City, Bradford and Pitts- 
burgh, by the Board of Trade in Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh and Erie, and other im- 
portant commercial organizations in various 
parts of the State. The Exchange of this 


and it is safe to predict that at the meeting 
to be held resolutions will be adopted 
demanding its prompt enactment. 

These bodies represent the largest and 
best interests of the Oil Region, and their 
utterances may be accepted as reflecting 
the views of the whole trade. The opposi- 
tion to the bill has come entirely from 
agents of the monopoly. Nobody save 
those whose interests are tied up in the 
Standard. Oil Company has offered a word 
of objection againstit. The measure is one 
which 1s indispensable to the wellareof the 
petroleum trade, and if the Senate has a 
due regard for the expressed will of the 
people of the Oil Region, it will be passed 
on third reading without objection or dis- 
sent. —Petroleum World

Vegetable Oils, 

The temporary weakness of the Linseed oil 
market, noted in our last report, has given place 
toa firmer tone. During the past week the mar- 
ket has been unsettled and sales and re-sales have 
been made at low prices, one lot of State oil 
which originally brought 54c being re-sold for 
49c. The sudden reaction in the price of seed at 
the West has been the means of changing the 
current of affairs and to-night the market closes 
with city crushers demanding 52@53c, and some 
are not anxious to make sales at that. Western 
oil is offered here at 52c The Consolieated Com- 
pany reduced its price in the West to 50c 
on .Thursday last. New Process oil is quoted 
here at 52c, but 1c] per gal; less will be accepted 
on large lots. In our report last week we said 
that one Western crusher had closed out his en- 
tire stock and had withdrawn from the market. 
We should have substituted ‘‘a new process 
manufacturers” for ‘‘ Western crusher.”’ Calcutta 
oil is steady at 58@59c but has only a moderate 
demand. . 

Mustard seed oil is selling slowly in a retail 
way at 65@6734c. There is little offering, but 
large lots are not inquired for and there is suffi- 
cient to supply the current demand. 


English rapeseed oil is in moderate demand, 
the call being eniirely for jobbing lots. There is 
no change to be noted in prices, the lots moving 
bringing 95c@$1 as to size of order. Large pur- 
chases can no doubt be made at a considerable 
concession from the inside price given above. 

Crude cottonseed oil has been extremely quiet 
the past week, neither buyers nor sellers seeming 
inclined to operate. The only sales we heard of 
were a few small lots, amounting in the aggre- 
agte to 100 bbls, at 30c. This was poor quality 
oil, better grades being held at 32@33c. We 
learn of no further sales of tank bottoms, and 
we hear of nothing doing in soap stocks. The 
former is held at about 3c per lb, and 
the latter is quoted at a range of 14%@214c ac- 
cording to quality. On another page will be 
found references to the Cottonseed Oil Conven- 
tion which is now being held at Cincinnati. The 
Convention to-day unanimously voted to accept 
the invitation extended to thein to hold their 


hote. Business is entirely of a jobbing nature, 
buyers refusing to take more than enough to sup- 
ply current requirements. The sales making 
bring 44@45c for the best and 41@42c for the 
poorer grades. 

Winter oils are moving off slowly in a job- 
bing way.

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil, notwithstanding the feverish tone‘of 
the market for the raw material, has been re- 
markably steady the past week. The market 
closes to-night at the same price given 
in our last, 80c for prime city. Western 
brands are offered here at 76Kc. The 
low grades have not quotably changed, remain 
steady at the prices previously given. The in- 
quiry for all kinns is only moderate, but presses 
regulate their outturn to the demand, and there 
is conssquently no accumulation of stocks. 

Manafactured whale oil is a trifle easier and 
may now be quoted at the following rate : Natu- 
ral winter, 50@5lc; bleached winter, 52@53c, 
and double bleached northern, 55@56c ; present 
make natural, 49@50c, and present make 
bleached, 51@52c. Advices from New Bedford 
received yesterday report a sale of 1,500 bbls sea 
elephant, two recent arrivals, on private terms’ 
It was to go to New Bedford, and comprises the 
entire stock of sea elephant oil in New London. 

Manufactured sperm oil is also a little lower, 
being now quoted at 92@95c for natural winter, 
97c@$1 for bleached winter, 87@92c for present 
make natural and 92@97c for present make 
bleached. A very good demand is reported. A 
lot of crude sperm, about 5000 gallons, was 
offered here yesterday. It had not been sold up 
to the close, so far as we could learn. 

Crude menhaden oil is dull, the trade seeming 
to be in a state of waiting. The only arrival of 
new oil so far has been a lot of 88 bbls, good 
quality, in the making of which 3,000,000 fish 
were consumed. The outlook for a prosperous 
season is not at present very encouraging. Let- 
ters from all parts state that the fish are very 
scarce. At Greenport several steamers are laid 
up. A serious difficulty was threatened there 
last week. the men employed on the vessels and 
in the factories refusing to work unless they 
were guaranteed $25 per month. This has been 
adjusted by the employers agreeing to pay $20 
per month and $5 additional, if the men stay un- 
til the end of the season. The weather, too, 
has been against the fishermen, heavy gales pre- 
vailing both off the east end of Long Island and 
along the coast to the Chesapeake Bay. Advices 
from the latter place state that the 
fish are plenty, but wild and _scatter- 
ing, and when caught § yield no _ oil. 
Eastern steamers have been ordered home 
for Sandy Hook, the catch not yielding 
enough to pay the cost of working the boats. 
It is the opinion of old fishermen 
that the temperature of the water is yet too low 
forthe appearance of the fish in considerable 
numbers. No fish have yet been caught on the 
Rhode Island coast. Reports from Boston are to 
the effect that there is a better feeling in the 
market there and holders are asking a better 
price. In thisconnection it might be well to 
correct an error in our last report. The sale of 
200 bbls at 32c was made in Boston, and not in 
this market as our readers might have been led 
to believe. A further sale of 50 bbls was made 
in that city at the same time at 32c. The manu- 
factured oils are dull and rather easy, but have 
not quotably changed. Bleached oil is now 
quoted at 43c for winter and 41@42c for season 
able. 

Cod oil is dull. There is no stock of English or 
domestic in first hands at present, but dealers 
have a sufficient supply to keep them going until 
new oil begins to arrive freely. There have been 
one ortwo lotsof new domestic oil received 
here, but not enough to make a market. Prices 
for round lots consequently are entirely nominal. 
Jobbing sales are making at our quotations.

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THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, May 24, 1881. 

The market for crude certificates has mant- 
fested a fair degree Of strength throughout the 
week and on the upward move a fairly active 
business transpired, On Wednesday the market 
opened with 81'4c bid, 81%c asked. The 
highest’ “point. reached during the day 
was ".82k¢c, closing, however, with 81%, 
bid; 82%e asked. The opening on Thurs- 
day was 82cléc ° bid, 83!¢c asked; highest sales 
made were at|83¢ec, jthe lowest at 82l¢c. The 
market closed with sales at the latter price. The 
market throughout Friday was steady, at 82l¢c 
bid; 834gc asked. On Saturday business started 
at 82l¢c bid; 834gc asked. An advance of one 
point was made during the day, the lowest price 


being 82%4c; 8334c bid; closing at 8334c bid, 
and 843¢c asked. Yesterday the opening 
figure was 843¢c, which was the best 


price for the day, the lowest being 8334c, and the 
closing, 8334¢ bid; 843gc asked. To-day a decline 
of about 5 a cent, resulted on the strength of a 
desire to sell having taken a general 
hold late in the day, the market open- 
ng at 8334c bid; 843¢c asked, and closing 
83l¢c bid, 8334c asked. The average daily pipe 
runs for the month have been 80,185 bbls, while 
the shipments for the same time have been 
43,372, and for the past six days 40,794. 

Refined oil has been held quite steady at the 
three ports throughout the week, with free sales 
from day to day for late loading on the basis of 
7%ec for Philadelphia and Baltimore, and 82 for 
New York. The demand for prompt loading 
generally is more urgent than for forward, and 
with refiners largely sold for this month and all 
of June it is more difficult to be procured, and 
only on straight, plump bids of the foregoing 
figures. The charters in crude equivalent 
for the week foot up 337,853 bbls, being closely 
up to the two preceding weeks, which were the 
heaviest this season. Cases have not sold quite 
as freely as last week, but the price is fully main- 
tained. 

Home trade lots of refined oil are in light re- 
quest at the moment, and compared with the 
price of cargoes there is little difference. Naph- 
tha is firm at quotations, but so far there is little 
going forward on export account. Gasoline is 
well held, with a fair demand. 


The number of producing wells at the close of 
the month of April was 15,769, with a daily aver- 
age production of four and sixth-tenth barrels 
per well. The number of new wells completed 
and added to the producing wells was 316—after 
deducting 12 dry holes among the new wells, and 
33 old wells which {were abandoned during the 
month, makes the net increase of producing 
wells 269, 

The number of drilling wells at the close of 
the month was 446, with 443 rigs erected and 
being erected, making a total of 889 wells in pro+ 
gress of development. 

The well stock report from the producers’ com- 
mittee, shows a decrease for the month in the 
wood tanks at the wells of 19 barrels per well 
Also, a daily decrease in stock held in piivate iron 
tanks at the wells of 757 barrels, amounting to 
23,710 barrels for the month, to which add de 
crease in wood tanks of 184,300 barrels, making 
the total decrease in field oil, or oil at the wells, 
208,0).0 barrels during the month under consider- 
ation.

which he has made or adopted, there has 
been considerable discussion, especially in 
regard to the abbreviations to be used in 
writing prescriptions, or the nomenclature 
to be applied to the metric weights and 
measures. We have not time or inclination 
at present to go fully into the merits_of this 
controversy—if it may be so called—but we 
must say that we are inclined to adopt the 
views of the Professor in regard, at least, to 
most of the names and abbreviations pro 
posed, as being both easily intelligible and 
convenient to use. The unit, for all the 
purposes of the pharmacist, is the gram, 
which the professor very properly insists on 
spelling without the final me of the French, 
and the author shows very clearly that 
for all practical purposes it is unnecessary 
to use any other name, the decigram, cen- 
tigram and jmilligram, being clearly and 
sufficiently designated by their decimal 
positions without the necessity of writing 
their names. When the names must be 
written, however, he proposes to use the 
familiar dime, cent and millas being correct 
ani already familiar to all Americans. He 
also approves the suggestion of Mr. A. B. 
Taylor, of Philadelphia, that for the unit of 
liquid measure the cubic centimeter should 
be considered the equivalent of the gram 
(a cubic centimeter of water weighing one 
gram), and that it should be called a flui- 
gram as more euphonious, convenient and 
more American than the French term, 
besides having the advantage of bearing a 
elose analogy to the solid gram, in this 
respect resembling the ounce and fluidounce 
of the present apothecaries’ weight. The 
term ‘‘flaidime” is proposed as the smallest 
measure of capacity needed in practice, 
representing as it does 1}¢ minims. Should 
these names ve generally adopted there 
would be no necessity for mentioning any 
other weight or measure in a prescription 
than the gram and fluigram, which should 
be abbreviated Gm. and f.Gm., and, by 
using the capital G and always writing the 
quantities before the sign and in Arabic 
numerals, there would seem very little 
chance of any error being made. The only 
error which is to be feared at all is that the 
abbreviation for gram might be mistaken 
for that for grain, but this is provided 
against by the use of the capital letter and 
by the fact that, in writing prescriptions by 
the present system, the quantity is written 
in Roman numerals after the sign, inatead 
of in Arabic numerals before it.:| It would 
seem as though nothing but_the most un- 
pardonable carelessness could possibly 
mistake “grs. vi,” no matter how badly 
written, for “6 Gm.” The explanations, 
rules and tables given are as clear, full and 
simple as itis possiole to make them, and 
certainly no one who reads them with any 
care can fail to comprehend fully the bear 
ing and operation of the new system. But 
we shall take up this subject at another 
time.

A New Dispensing Balance. 

The Chemist and Druggist, following the 
British Medical Journal, gives a description 
and iilustration of a new style of balance 
for tho use of druggists, invented by Mr. 


John Gorham, M. R, C. 8., which impresses

itself. This point is the fulcrum. 
When using a weighing-machine thus 
constructed, all tangible, weights are, 
as 1 have said, dispensed with. In the ordi- 
nary lever-rod a given force or power, P, 
would be applied at the end of the long arm 
in order to counterpoise a weight, W, at the 
end of the short arm. Instead of this, ad- 
vantage is taken in the tubular balance of 
the weight of the movable tube itself, the 
centre of mass of which forms at once its 
power, P, and its point of suspension. The 
shifting of this point to or from the fulcrum 
is analogous, therefore, to altering the 
length of an ordinary lever-rod, or applying 
a tangible constant weight at its end. In 
both cases the results are equally correct. 
To graduate the balance, draw out the 
tube a short Gistance until the system is 
horizontal, At the point where it emerges 
from the outer tube let a mark o be made 
for zero (diagram). Now put a weight say 
of 30 grains, into the pan, and _ with- 
draw the tube until equilibrium is re- 
established. The length of tube thus with- 
drawn is measured from 0 deg. to 30 deg. 
(diagram). If this interval is divided into 
three equal parts, it is obvious that each 
part will indicate 10. grains, andif each of 
these is subdivided into 10 parts or inter- 
vals, ‘each will indicate at,single, grain, 


the movable tube to show these several 
indications, the graduation is completed and 
the scale is fit for practical use. 

The novelty of the balance consists, 
therefore, not in the principle involved, 
which is as old as the lever itself, but in the 
interesting fact that a couple of tubes may 
be so adjusted as to render them available 
for developing this lever principle in all its 
integrity, so 
weighed with certainty, and with as much 
facility as with any other ordinary balance. 

In abalance thus made there are certain 
advantages, amongst which may be mep- 
tioned, first, its exceeding simplicity. The 
sum total that can be weighed is embodied, 
unseen, immovable in the inner tube, and 
this constant again acquires a different yet 
certain value as it advances to or recedes 
from the fulcrum. Secondly,in the ease with 
which it is set for use. The graduated scale, 
for instance, is not made by using a multi- 
plicity of little weights, but by finding a 
given length of tube for a given standard 
weight, and then dividing this into frac- 
tional parts. Thirdly, as to economy of 
time. Actual experiment may decide whe- 
ther the mere movement of a tube to the 
degree required for a given weight shall 
take as long as the search for one amongst 
a group of little weights. 


A Redoubtable Formula. 
We copy from Prof. Oldberg’s ‘Unofficial Phar- 


macopeeia” the following formula for the prepara- 


tion of ‘“Confectio Damocratis,”’ which figures as 
an mgredient in the formula for ‘“‘Warburg’s 
Tincture.”’ Prof. Oldberg credits this formula to 
the London Pharmacopeeia of 1746, and we give 
it as a curiosity, illustrating the polyform recipes 
then in vogue. The quantities are given in grams.:

The Antimony Deposits in Sonora. 

A short range of mountains, the Sierra 
del Alamo Muerto, skirts the eastern shore 
of the Gulf of California at about thirty 
miles from the Gulf and fitty miles from 
El Altar. In its recesses are several silver 
ledges, which have been worked from time 
immemorial by the Mexicans, and have 
recently passed into Awerican hands. ‘The 
most notable is the Sau l’elix, which has 
been burrowed into to a depth of 70) feet 
on the incline. 

On the northern flank of the range, an 
area of considerable extent is strewn with 
quartz and a heavy yellow mineral. This 
is said to have been long ago amalgamated 
for silver, but to have yielded so base an 
amalgam (perhaps from the presence of a 
little native antimony) as to have been re- 
jected as a silver ore; and its true character 
seems to have been either overlooked or 
mistaken until recently. Samples were 
sent to England, and the value of the min- 
eral as an ore of pure ore oxide of antimony 
was at once recognized there. Shortly after 
that, Professor Cox, late of the Indiana 
Survey, made arrangements with ths own- 
ers to ship the ore for treatment to works 
he has since erected in Oakland, Cal. 

There appear to be three different sys- 
tem of veins within an area of about four 
square miles, 

First. The most northerly group, the 
San Jose, was the most productive in 
antimony; but it carried no silver. 
Bodies four feet wide, of almost 
pure oxide of antimony, were exposed. A 
schooner load had already been shipped, 
and large quantities of ore awaited trans- 
port. 

Second. The Santa Margarita group lies 
between the preceding and 

Third. The Argentine group. 

Both the second and third are silver- 
bearing; but the first was, where opened, 
richer im antimony than the letter; but 
later developments wakethe outlook for 
antimony in the Argentine as good as in 
the Santa Margarita. 

A shallow shaft—20 feet deep— was sink- 
ing on the Margarita, which in the bottom 
exposed a mass of pure oxide of amtimony, 
four feet wide. The ore is of a light yel- 
lowish-green color, irregularly jointed, and 
breaks with @ rough conchoidal fracture. 
The silver appears to coat the joints only, 
and not to permeate the mass of the ore; 
and seems to existas chloride and iodide. 
The silver contents sre said to be $125 per 
ton. A very moderate estimate, as 
on the pile at the mouth of the 
Santa Margarita shaft it was difficult to 
find a lump whose joints were not more or 
leas stained with silver; while many were 
thickly covered. Since them, work bas 
gone on actively on all three groups of 
lodes. On the first, the ore-Lodies have 
been developed to a depth of 72 feet; on 
the second, toa depth of 70 feet; and on 
the third, to a depth of 118 feet; with no 
signs av yet of change in the character of 
the cre or average size of the ore-bodies, 
which, however, have never exhibited gieat 
uniformity in width. 

Two schooner loads heve, I believe, been 
shipped; and it 18 estimatated that 5,0uu 
tons of ore have been ex: owed by the Super- 


ticial explorations recently made. — Znyineer 
and Mining Journal.

IMPORTERS OF 


The dye market for the week has shown a mod- 
erate amount of activity and fair sales have been 
made, Transactions, however, are mostly of a 
jobbing nature, buyers evincing no disposition to 
take advantage of the present low prices to lay in 
supplies to meet future requirements, preferring 
to satisfy immediate wants and wait till an im- 
proved demand from manufacturers will warrant 
iarge purchases. The tendency of the market is 
probably toward better prices, but at present it 
is generally weak, though some lines exhibit a 
stiffening tendency. Dealers are still hopeful 
that a large fall business will be done. 

Indigo is without animation, and the market is 
easy without being quotably lower. There is a 
good supply on the spot, and as there is some 
disposition on the part of holders to sell, they 
appear more ready to meet the views of buyers. 
The only sales we hear of were 10 cases Bengals 
at $1 20@1 35, and S5csat $1 55@1 65, Fifteen 
cases of the soft kinds have changed hands at 
prices within the range. 

Cochineal is low, but this seems to be no in- 
ducement to buyers, who continue to hold off in 
the expectation that further concessions will be 
made. The following will be of interest to our 
readers, as showing the movement of the crop 
for the last two years: The cochineal crop of 
1879-80 in the Canary Islands shows a deficiency 
of 1,008,136 pounds, and when it became evident

was made of the fact that « great quantity 
of the raw material used by the European 
manufacturers comes from this country. 
This requires}a little explanation. The 
“benzole,” which isthe most importan, 
item in aniline manufacturing, is distilled 
in this country from heavy oil furnished 
by the petroleum and coal tar refiners, and 
shipped to Europe, to be manufactured 
into aniline. The young Swiss chemist, 
mentioned by Consul Mason as _ having 
tormed a partnership with a Basle concern 
for the manufacture of aniline in this 
country, is not manufacturing aniline 
but another raw material, called ‘‘anthra- 
cene,” which he extracts from petroleum 
and ships to Switzerland. 

There is no necessity, as Consul Mason 
helieves, of going to Europe for skilled 
labor. There is enough of competent tal- 
ent in this country, could it be joined to 
capital, to put the manufacture of aniline 
colors ona profitable basis. There are 
chemists in this country thoroughly and 
practically acquainted with the processes 
of aniline manufacturing, who have been 
crowded out of European factories, and 
who have come to this country in tht hope 
of finding a chance to establish anew a 
business in which they know there is a 
great profit. Statistics show that the im- 
portation of aniline colors is rapidly in- 
creasing, and it is evident that capitalists, 
desirous of further investigation into this 
matter, would do well to put themselves 
into communication with the proper per- 
sons.”

Manganese and Its Uses. 
The metal manganese has been long known 


in the mineral pyrolusite, used to neu- 
tralize the green color of glass. The ores 
containing it are known under the various 
names of female magnets, maynesia nigra, 
in contradistinction to magnesia alba, albo- 
dine, mangadesium, manganesium, man- 
ganium, and finally manganese. The 
black oxide of manganese was described 
by Scheele and Bergman, in 1774, asa pe- 
culiar earth, but later Gahn succeeded in 
obtaining the metal from it by mixing the 
pulverized mineral with charcoal and oil, 
forming the mass into pellets, which were 
then put into brasqued crucibles and sub- 
jected to the extreme heat of aforge. When 
so obtained the metal was found to be very 
brittle, containing, like cast iron, silicon 
and carbon, and had a variable specific 
gravity. Deville reduced manganese oxide 
by mixing it with one-tenth of its weight of 
sugar charcoal, and exposing it three hours 
to a white heat, obtaining a crystalline 
mass, the powder of which decomposed 
water rapidly. In color it was like bis- 
muth and had a specific gravity of 8.015. 
Loughlin, who has made careful experi- 
ments, comes to the conclusion that per- 
fectly pure manganese is difficult to ob- 
tain. The wide difference between the 
specific gravities (6.85 to 8.015) as given by 
various experimenters, has induced thr, 
belief that either manganese has several 
allotropic modifications, or the pure metal 
has not yet been made. 

The manganese of commerce enters into 
a variety of uses, but nearly nine-tenths of 
it is consumed in the manufacture of 
chlorine and bleaching powders. It enters 
asa base into two classes of compounds, 
namely, the ma ganous, in which it is 
mono or diatomic, according to the atomic 
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weight adopted; and the manganic, in 


which it is sesqui or tri-atomic. It also 


enters into two classes of salt, the manga- 


nates and permanganates, as an acid radi- 
cal. There are five well defined oxides of 
manganese—manganous, manganic red or 
mangano-manganic, black or manganese 
dioxide, and permanganic acid. Man- 
ganous oxide, or manganese monox- 
ide, is a basie body, from which are ob- 
tained uw series of manganous salts, pink 
colored, which absorb oxygen rapidly andl 
pass into a higher state of oxidation. The 
pure oxide is obtained by heating the car- 
bonate in absence of air, thereby producing 
a greenish powder; the hydrate is precipi- 
tated, as a white gelatinous mass, when an 
alkali is added to a solution of a manganous 
salt. Of the manganous salts those which: 
are the most soluble are the sulphate andi 
the chloride. The sulphide and the car. 
bonate are insoluble. Manganic oxide or 
manganese sesquioxide exists in natv.re as 
braunite, and is prepared artificially, by ex- 
posing manganous oxide toa red heat. It 
forns a series of insoluble salts, the most 
interesting of which is mange'nese alum. 
Red, or mangano-mangar.ic oxide, is a 
neutral body. It corresponds with mag- 
netic oxide of iroa, and occurs. 
in nature as hausmaptite. Black oxide, 
or manganese dioxide, is the chief 
ore of commerce. ‘This oxide was 
known to the ancients as magnesia 
nigra, but in more modern nomenclature 
is termed pyrolusite. It can be formed 
artificially by combining a solution of 
bleaching powder and a manganous salt. 
When heated to redness it yields one-third 
its oxygen, and when heated with 


sulphuric acid one-half. Permanganic 
acid is a dark green heavy liquid 
obtained by heating potassum _per- 


manganate with cold strong sulphuric 
acid. Manganic trioxide, its correspond- 
ing hydrate, manganic acid, and the an- 
hydride of permanganic acid, are not: 
known ina free state. The Salts of the 
permanganates, more especially potassiuna 
permauganates, are largely used as disiy,- 
fectants, for bleaching, and for the purrose 
of volumetric analysis. 

There are numerous methods for the 
preparation of, potassium per anganate, 
among which the following is conceded to 
be the best: 500 Ibs. of freshly prepared 
potash lye of 45 deg. B are mixed with 
105 lbs. of pure potassium chlorate, and 
concentrated by evayoration in an iron 
kettle; 162 lbs. of finely pulverized black 
oxide of manganese are then added, the 
mass being cor,stantly stirred. The heat. 
is continued until the whole becomes 
fluid, when jt is stirred until cold. The 
granular Dass so obtained is again heated 
to redness in small iron kettles, when it 
becomes entirely fused. After having 
cooled it is broken up and boiled with 
Wiuter in a large pot and then allowed to 
settle, after which the clear liquor is drawn 
off and evaporated to crystallization, the 
crystals forming in beautitul long needles. 
By this process 98 to 100 lbs. of potassium 
permanganate can be obtained from 180 
Ibs. of oxide of manganese. Potassium 
permanganate is very valuable for a num- 
ber of purposes; for bleaching engrav- 
ings and paper stock, asa disinfectant for 
the purification of drinking water, as a 
deodorizer of tainted meat, for the evolu- 
tiion of ozone oxygen and for chemical 
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analysis, it has few equals. 
salts of manganese a number of dyes 
and colors are prepared. <A _ beautiful 
color is obtained by fusing finely pul- 
verized pyrolusite and phosphoric acid 
in proper proportions, digesting with 
ammonia, filtering, evaporating to dryness 
and treating with water, a violet powder 
remaining, which is known commervially 
as Nuremberg violet. A green pigment, 
preferable to arsenic, as it is non-poisonous, 
is prepared from barium manganate. Po- 
tassium permanganate is capable of stain- 
ing wood in imitation of mahogany and 
nut wood. 

Oxide of manganese is largely employed 
in the manufacture of glass, its use in this 
industry being one of the earliest to which 
it was put. It is employed in the glass 
mixture to counteract the effects of the 
oxide of iron, but as it is itself oxydized 
in course of time by the action of light 
and air, it imparts a red color to the glass. 
As the principal use of the oxides of 
manganese is in the manufacture of bleach- 
ing powders, their commercial value de- 
pends upon the amouht of oxygen they 
are capable of furnishing, or what 
amounts to the same thing, how much 
chlorine they can eliminate when 
treated with hydrochloric acid. ‘The most 
important salt of manganese for med- 
icinal uses are the dioxide, iodide, 
sulphate, and phosphate and permanga- 
nate of potassium. The first of these, 
when slowly introduced into the system, 
as happens to those engaged in the grind- 
ing of the mineral, acts, it is said, as a 
poison, eventually inducing paraplegia; 
but this is indeed a rare occurrence. Asa 
tonic it is said to possesssome merit, and it 
has been used as «local remedy for dyspep- 
sia. The iodide, sulphateand phosphate are 
used together with, or instead of the cor- 
responding salt of iron, and are supposed 
to heve a similar action. On theoretical 
grounds, the value of these compounds 
may be questioned, but in practice they 
have occasionally been of service. For 
instance, when anwmia has proved rebel 
lious to chalybeates it has been known to 
yield to the salts of manganese. These 
salts have sometimes acted favorably as a 
tonic to the nervous system in cases of 
chronic nervous debility, but their action 
was unexplainable. ‘Thesyrup of iodide is 
said to be one of the best preparations of 
manganese for medicinal use.

The Pipe Line Sale. 

The impression seems to prevail among 
a number of people that the sale ot the 
Buffalo Pipe Line Company was made in 
the interest of the Standard Oil Company 
or some other outside corporation. The 
Rock City Pipe Line Company was organ- 
ized by the same gentlemen who projected 
the Buffalo concern, and the only object of 
the sale was to perfect a right of way by 
virtue of the act cf 1875, under which the 
purchasing line was crganized. The Buffalo 
company was formed under the act of 1848, 
which does not permit ot an organization 
acquiring title to rel estate except by ac- 
tual purchase, ‘Te latter statute grants the 
privilege to condemn and take lands by the 
right of eminent domain.— Buffalo Courier. 
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FOREIGN TRADE REPORT'S. 


LONDON. 

Under date of May 5, 188i, Messrs, 
George Soanes, Son & Co,, say: 

Linseed cakes meet with a moderate inquiry, 
and cotton seed cakes sell fairly well at rather 
improved values.
